ABOUT THE LISTINGS 


This Directory is an expansion and update of the /996-/997 River and Watershed Conservation Directory. It 
includes approximately 3,000 organizations and agencies whose missions directly involve river and/or watershed 
conservation. To compile the information, River Network contacted state river groups, leading citizen 
environmental organizations and/or lead state agency contacts in each of the 50 states and the District of Columbia. 
Additionally, River Network telephoned, faxed, and e-mailed numerous groups to verify incomplete address 
information. These individuals provided us with over 400 additions and corrections to the listings found in the 
1996-1998 River and Watershed Conservation Directory. To confirm data, River Network contacted approximately 


3,000 individual gresps with a postcard mailing; approximately 1,190 groups responded. 


This Directory is by no means a complete listing of all interests concerned with river conservation. Space 
limitations, specific requests for omission, and unreliable or inaccessible information factored into editorial 

- decisions. Government agency entries include primary river contacts for state and federal offices. Local 
government river programs for which we had information are listed, but we did not attempt to gather a 
comprehensive list of local government programs. Likewise, groups located outside of the United States are not 
listed, although we acknowledge that many listed groups work internationally. Other intentional omissions are the 
hundreds of “local chapters” of national environmental organizations, many of which work on river issues.

ABOUT THE MAPS & THE REGIONAL ORGANIZATIONS CHAPTER 


All maps, with the exception of the USGS water-resource regional map, in the /998-/]999 River and Watershed 
Conservation Directory were created using ArcView 3.0. National watershed data was obtained from the 1:250 
national hydrologic units map available on-line at the USGS web site. The state maps herein are at the 8-digit 


For various reasons, including scale, time constraints, and different data sources, the data do not always “match” 
thus revealing some spatial errors. Additionally, due to lack of readily available data and time constraints, River 
Network did not obtain shapefiles for watersheds shared with Canada or Mexico. Hence, watersheds are often “cut 
off” along border states. 


The maps in this edition of the River & Watershed Conservation Directory are a first step for River Network. It is 
our intention to eventually cross-reference organizations with their appropriate watershed. Future editions of the 

directory will be organized according to watershed boundaries rather than political ones. The / 998-/999 River & 
Watershed Conservation Directory has taken on this challenge in the Regional Organizations chapter. 


The Regional Organizations chapter is organized using USGS 2-digit water resource regions. Groups that work in 
more than one state are listed within their corresponding water drainage region. Groups often focus their work in 
areas such as the “southwest” which can mean different things to different people. Various interpretations of 
geographic regions led to some difficulty in matching groups to corresponding water resource regions. To clarify 
information we personally contacted numerous groups and referred to mission statements to ensure groups are listed 
under the appropriate water resource region. We apologize to any group which has been erroneously listed. To make 
corrections please fill out the form in the back of this directory.
